Rev, yl. Miller 
Gives Critique 
On World Meet 

In a speech to the Student 
Christian Movement yesterday, the 
Rev. .McNander Miller said that 
the world is moving towards the 
end of the present era. and that 
our next era will be one of 
socially-owned properly, 

Mr. Miller is a Presbyterian Min- 
ister from New Zealand. He was 
co-worker with the Rrv. Gcorsc 
McLend in the lona Community 
1913-4.'). author of 'The Christian 
Significance of Karl Marx," 
"Biblical Politics," and has been 
for some time on the staff of the 
World Student Christian Federa- 
tion and the Student Christian 
Movement of New Zealand. 

"Lex," as he is popularly known, 
attended the World Council of 
Churches as a reporter for the 
Church papers of New Zealand. He 
Is at present studying at the Union 
Theological Seminary in New 
York for a PhD, in Social Ethics. 
As a reporter he had considerable 
opportunity to meet and talk to 
the leading delegates of the Con- 
ference, and it is from these con- 
tacts that he forms these views on 
the meeting of, the World Council 
of Churches at Amsterdam. 

In criticiKing the Conference. Mr. 
Miller made the following points. 
Firxt, that the contrihulion nf the 
Auallc Churches was far too 




small; in fact, imtil M. M. Thomas, 
a delegate from India, spoke about 
the matter, there were no contri- 
butions from Asiatic Churches to 
the preparatory papers for the 
Conference. He further pointed out 
that tlic Conference was of an ex- 
tremely academic and middle- 
class character. Seventy - five 
per cent of the Conference had 
passed through the Student 
Christian Movement, showing its 
predominant academic, rather than 
proletariat, nature. 

Ill dealing with the Report on 
"The Church and the Disorder of 
Society," Mr. Miller pointed out 
that the report on Capitalism and 
Communism had created quite a 
stir in the U.S.A., giving rise to 
great despondency and elTorts by 
many of the delegates to explain it 
away. Capialism and Communism 
were equally indicted in this Report. 
He said that on this question Dr. 
Reinhold Niebuhr did not agree 
with the equal condemnation of 
Capitalism and Communism but 
that Dr. Joseph Hromodkha had dis- 
agreed with him. 

In analyzing the Report Mr. Miller 
felt that the Implication of a middle 
course for Chrisli,in,> helwccn Cap- 
ilnli.'ni and Communism could he 
taken from the Report and that

Dr. Duthie stated that 
fectdty-student intercourse is an 
excellent idea in his estimation.

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VOTE AT 18? 



This is the time wlicn national party ma- 
chines ::hift into i-ccond gear and start on the 
long hmil to the next Federal election. With 
this accent on thinga political, one can expect a 
revival of discuiision on tlic movement to lower 
the voting age from 21 to 18. ^ 

The New York Times, shortly before the 
last cicrtion, reported that, in the view of "an 
overwhclining percentage" of school supcrintcu- 
dents, "persons between 1 Sund 21 years old urc 
too immature and too inexperienced to vote." 

The poll, conducted in llic United States by 
the magazine, The Nation's Schools, phrased the 
question three ways separating Federal from 
State action, and general from school elections. 
Sixty-eight per cent of tlic school ndniinistra- 
iors opposed an amendment- to thr conbtitution 
on voting and Ecvcnty per rent registered "No" 
on both stale and local action. 

The concensus was that "18-ycar olds arc In- 
capubie of casting an intelligent vote." 

À school official in Iljinois was quoted as 
saying that "it Is unnecessary to saddle youths 
with this responsibility;" another superintendent 
commented that "the very reasons that make an 
IS-years old a good soldier mentally kce|) him 
from being a coii.':ei vativc, sensible voter;" most 
of tlie voters stressed "immaturity and lack of 
experience." 

-^tpmight be noted, somewhat Ironically, that, 
the responsibility with which it is "unnecessary- 
to saddle, youth" is that of determining the men 
whoso actions, and/or lack of actions has twice 
sent tlic.se same youths overseas to .war ln .B 
period of twenty-odd years. 

Their notions and reactions may well send 
them over again within the next twenty years. 

One rca>ron these men have made good sol- 
dier.-; is tliul tiicy can appraise situations correct- 
ly, and ilien act soundly— a prime requisite for 
a "sensible voter." 

The ago eighteen is considered phychologicaU 
ly to be the dividing line between adolcsence and 
arliilthood— indicating that generally, a pereon 
of eighteen is mature. 

Persons between tlic ages of eighteen and 
twenty-one can be divided into two groups— 
tho'-c who hav c completed high school 
and those who have not. 

Those who have completed high school are 
capable of exercising their franchise oompelent- 



ly. Schooling no longer consists of a methodical 
injection of the three "Rs." Increased social 
stucjies, discussion groups, debates and lectures 
are putting greater emplfasis on the Iiistory, 
development and administration of our govern- 
ment. 

Timely political and economic questions are 
discussed and argued by the students themselves, 
£0 that high school stuclcnts arc becoming n pro- 
gressively better-informed, more enlightened 
group, who, by the time they arc eighteen, are 
])roving themselves sound of judgment, serious 
in attitude, and honestly concerned with the 
governmental problems of Canada and of the 
world. 

Regulations now in effect, requiring all chll 
dren to remain in school until they arc fourteen 
years of age, together with thé general extentlon 
of educational facilities, are resulting in a higher 
level of education for everyone. The vast major- 
ity of our future citizens will thus have at least 
one or two years of high school. 

There is undoubtedly cause for concern when 
considering the group who leave school imme- 
diately on turning fourteen. However, they do 
have one advantage— that of obtaining practical 
experience. They can mature in things govern- 
mental through their contact with more mature 
men, and they themselves forced to fend for 
themselves, mature rapidly. 

Those who will not be qualified to vote at 
eighteen under these circumstances will general- 
ly be no more qualified at twenty-one, or at for- 
ty-one for tliàt matter.: 

There arc about 70,000 persons in Canada 
wlio Hic bclwci-n ciplitecn and twenty-one years 
old. With three major parties currently starting 
to campaign for popular support, this problem 
of tbo right to vote becomes very .important. 

For by their very numbers they can scriou.-îly 
effect the outcome of tho national election. This 
is not a question of inerely giving the franchise 
to another ago group and still maintaining the 

status quo. 

It is a question of giving the franchise to a 
group sufficiently large to effect plurality. 

Persons of eiglitocn to «tweiity-one, if allowed 
to vote, will certainly make their presence and 
their opinions felt. They should have that right.

The Winnipeg Ballet 



The Winnipeg Ballet, which will 
appear at His Majesty's this week, 
is a unique artistic organization. 
It comprises a group of Canadian 
ballet dancers, who, besides dancing 
most of the major worlcs from the 
classical repertoire, will bring to 
Montreal several modern ballets 
based on Canadian themes, danced 
to Canadian music, with scenery 
designed and painted by Canadian 
artlstj. 

A full company with original 
decor and costumes, and accompan- 
ied by a complete symphony orch- 
estra, conducted by Frank Coleman, 
arc the features ot the perform- 
ances. Stars of tlic company arc 
Jean Macltcnzic, prominent Van- 
couver dancer, and David Adams, 
on loan from Sadlers Wells com- 
pany. 

The spark of this native group 
Is Miss Gwencth Lloyd, an Englisli 
born and trained ballet dancer, who. 
with Miss Farrelly, her assistant, 
started their school in Winnipeg 
in 1938. She has consistently re- 
fused to show oR her young pupils 
until they had become fully trained 
dancers, and has built up a large 
audience In Winnipeg through the 
use of lecture-recitals. 

In recent years the Winnipeg 
Ballet has been expanding from 



a one city achievement into some 
thing that looks like a national or- 
ganization. It has established re- 
gular sessions at homo and has 
completed successful tours through 
out the West going as far as Van- 
couver. Its Eastern experience 
has been limited up to this week. 
A trip to Toronto for the exhibi 
lion there and a visit to Ottawa 
were the extent of their appear- 
ances hereabouts, but now It Is 
venturing a four town tour of 
Montreal, Toronto, London and 
Ottawa. 

Miss Lloyd admitted that the 
Montreal visit represented quite a 
step. Largely the ballet has been 

approved by audiences It has train- 
ed Itself. In Winnipeg, for In- 
stance, there have been but two 
ballet companies from outside in 
the lost ten years. Here in Mont- 
real, with the more frequent ap- 
pearances of tho leading American 
companies, and the moro cosmo- 
politan background of the popula- 
tion, the Winnipeg ballet feels It is 
facing a tougher, moro knowing 
audience. If they win approval 
hero, the Winnipeg dancers feel 
they can face the outside world. 

Miss Lloyd is going to present to 
us here two ambitious programs, in

Mr. Schiotz has just the right 
kind of voice for these Lieder and 
coupled with this is a munsician- 
ship and Intelligence that makes 
his every performance an enrich- 
ing experience.' 

The "Dichterliebft cycle" which 
formed the largest part of the pro- 
gramme was given a performance 
unique in Montreal musical history. 
The stark, sepulchral singing of 
the lines

herz auch brieht, 
Ewig velornes Uebl ich groUe 

nIcht. 

made one <eel that these words In 
particular had acme deeper per 
sonal significance. The dignity 
and poise with which these syl- 
lables were uttered left one with 
the embarrassing Impression of be- 
ing present at a confession. 

Other works on the programme 
included song by Handel, Furcell, 
Brahms, and four Danish com 
posers, Weyse, Heise, Gade, and 
Nielsen. These too were enchant- 
ing. 

The more often John Newmark 
is heard, the more apparent do his 
shortcomings become. Among 
other things he was unnecessarily 
forceful in his accompaniments in 
"Das ist ein Floeten und Gelgen" 
and in tho concluding song of the 
Schubert cycle "Die Alien, bocsen 
Lieder .... his playing completely 
covered the sensitive singing of 
Aksel Schiotz and was by no 
means as interesting.

LONG REIGN ENDED 



The long reign ot king Johnny 
Metros has finally come to an end. 
Bob Mastcrson has taken over the 
football kingdom. His Vanity 
Blues snatched, the crown from 
Western by accomplishing what 
many considered week>ends. And 
the Blues performed their task so 
decisively. They outplayed West- 
ern in every department, with 
Bruce Cummlngs, the sensational 
passer from Ottawa, sparking an 
overpowering Toronto offensive. 
Jack Parry maintained his great 
reputation, however, as he ran, 
passed and kicked in an effort to 
get his team hack In the running. 
But the Mustangs were not giving 
Parry the fine protection that the 
Blues gave Cummingi In pais at- 
tempts. 

Of course, everyone knew that 
sooner or later Western would have 
to relinquish its hold on the inter- 
collegiate title and that someone 
would come along and knock off 
the high and mighty Mustangs. But 
at the start o( this season it looked 
like the domination ot the London- 
ers would continue, as Johnny 
Metres came up with two new stars 
In the persons of Doug- Gray and 
Blake Taylor. And the Western 
coach had also retained practically 
all of last year's championship 
squad. So the crown was conceded 
to Western before a pigskin was 
touched. 

Then reports emanating from 
Toronto bad It that Bob Master- 
ton was molding a top-notch 
team. But ifler the Blues had 
dropped their first two starts, no 
one took them seriously anymore, 
In the meantime the Westerners 
had moved along smoothly 
enough, although they Just man- 
aged to sqneete by an inspired 
MeGlll team here in Montreal In 
their aecond fixture.
